“That said voters’ books, and lists taken 
therefrom, said lists of disqualified persons, 
said lists of registered voters, shall be at 
all times cpen to reasonable inspection of 
any citizen of the county, but shall not be 
removed, for such inspection, from the cus- 
tcedy of the ordinary or other officer in 
charge. At the end of each year the tax 
collector shal] file all said voters’ books in 
the office of the ordinary of the county, 
and the county registrars shall also file, at 
the end of each year, in the office of the 
ordinar,', certified copies of the lists of reg- 
istered voters prepared for each election.” 

The changes to sectign 13 were also merely 
nominal, That section as amended reads: 

‘“"Phat any person who shall sign his name 
or mark to the cath in said voters’ books as 
aforesaid, and who is not in fact qualified 
as stated in said oath, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. and punished as provided in 
section 4310 of the code of 1882. 

‘“‘Any person who shall sign his name or 
his mark in said voters’ books more than 
once for the same calendar year, or who 
skall in like marner sign any assumed or 
fictitious name therein, and any person who 
shall aid or abet any other person to sign 
his name or his mark in said voters’ books 
more than once for the same calendar year; 
or who shall aid, or abet any other person 
to sign any assumed or fictitious name 
therein, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and punished as provided in section 4310 of 
the code of 1882. 

“Any person who shall deposit, or aid or 
abet another to deposit a ballot at any elec- 
tion in any name other then his own as 
SDDSATS on said Hst of registered voters, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeancr as pre- 
scribed in section 4310 of the code. 

“Any tax collector, clerk or other person 
who shall falsify said voters’ books, or lists 
taken therefrom, and any county registrar 
who shall falsify the lists of registered vot- 
ers shall be guilty of a felony and punished 
by confinement in the penitentiary not less 
than one, nor more than five years, and shall 
be forever afterward prohibited from hold- 
ing any office in said county or state,’ 


Local Laws Net Constitutional. 

On section 14, Mr. Blalock, of Rabun, in- 
troduced an amendment which caused some 
controversy. It was to the effect that the 
law should not be enforced in any county 
until recommended by the grand jury. Mr. 
Redding and Mr, Pitman opposed this 
amendment, the latter making an espe- 
cially strong speech against it. He showed 
that in order to be of any value at all the 
registration bill must be general, and that 
to adopt the amendment would defeat the 
very purpose of the law. 

Later Mr. Neely, of Burke, submitted as 
a new section a somewhat similar amend- 
ment, the purpose of this being to allow 
grand juries in counties which now have 
registration laws to say whether the new 
law should be in effect or whether they 
would retain the ones they now had. Mr. 
Neely said that Burke county had a regis- 
tration law which fully meets the require- 
ments, and did not want to experiment with 
any other. 

Mr. Fleming made the same point on this 
amendment as had been made on that of 
Mr. Blalock, and said, further, that there 
was no question in his opinion but every 
registration act now in effect in Georgia 
was unconstitutional, Mr. Neely’s amend- 
ment was lost also. 

Section 14 reads: 

“Section M4. Be it further enacted, tha 
when an election is to be held for any pur- 
pose as named in the first section of this 
act at any time other than on the first 
Wednesday in October, and the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in November; 
as specified in section 4 of this act, the 
provisions of this act shall] apply in all re- 


spects.’’ 


Twe New Sections. 
Mr. Fleming submitted an amendment 


which was made to section 15 of the bill 
and Mr, Branch one which was made to 
section 16.

<inee his confinement his health hag become 
greatly impaired; that he igs now suffering 
with a chronic disease of the 
kidneys, which is greatly aggra- 
vated by confinement, and, unless he is 
released at an early day, will in all like- 
lihood terminate fatally. We are satisfied 
that the people of Georgia will commend 
your excellency if you should grant to 
Harry Hill the pardon we ask for.” 

The petition contains the names of 
many of the most prominent members of 
the senate and house. In fact, it looked 
from a hurried study of them as if the 
whole legislature had signed the petitions. 

The presence of Hon. E. Y. Hill, oa 
Wiikes county, in the city, taken in connec. 
tion with the appearance of these petitions, 
gave rise to the natural supposition that it 
was he who had interested himself in be- 
half of his cousin. It is recalled that during 
the last campaign some of the newspapers 
of the state printed stories to the effect 
that the Hills were supporting Colonel 
Atkinson really in the interest of Harry.

for Next Year 
HAD AN EASY WALKOVER YESTERDAY 


The Election Passed Off Quietiy~There 
Was No Opposition and the Vote 
Was Very Light 


Less than fifteen hundred votes were cast 
in the city election yesterday. 

Very few people throughout the city a 
peared to know that an election was on, 
even the candidates themselves paying lit- 
tle or no attention to the voting. 

In each of the wards there was the usual 
ballot box, the usual bundles of tickets 
and here and there some one ready to hand 
out a ballot. The managers and Clerks 
set about the place in a listless, quiet man- 
ner taking in the votes of those who came 
up, but at no time was there uny rush 


for the box. In fact, frequently opportuni- 
ties for a nep was presented the clerks 
and managers, to whom the most intérest- 
ing feature of the day was the dinner and 
supper eating, the meals being furnished 
by the city. 

There is but one way in the world to ac- 
count for the lightness of the vote, and that 
is the fact that the people knew there 
would be no opposition to the ticket. 

A day or two before the election it was 
suggested by some of the candidates that 
opposition might be sprung to one of the 
nominees and that the large colored vote 
of the third and fourth wards would be 
drilled to turn out in a body and vote for 
the proposed opposition, hoping that the 
voters who had nominated the ticket would 
remain away from the polls and in that 
Way sé@cure the election of an independent. 
This set the nominees to work, and but for 
tnat the indications are that the vote would 
have been the smallest ever known in the 
city of Atlanta. 

None of the wards put up anything like 
the registered vote and in none of them was 
there anything like a live interest mani- 
fested by the residents and registered 
voters of the ward. Every one was of 
the opinion that the ticket would win 
without trouble, and for that reason, as has 
been said, not one in eight of the registered 
-yoters turned out. 

The largest vote in the city was polled in 
the sixth ward, while the smallest vote was 
given by the seventh ward, the baby ward 
of the city. The second ward wave the 
second largest vote, while the first came 
next, the fifth, third and fourth following 
in the order named. 

In all) of the wards there was some 
scratching, but only the first ward gave a 
scratch to the mayor, and yet Mr. King 
is along with the rest of the leaders in that 
ward in the voting. 

In the first ward one voter turned in a 
ticket on which Mr. King’s name alone ap- 
peared, and yet when the count was com- 
pleted his vote was found no larger than 
that of the other leaders in the ward. 

So it must be that some one who voted 
the other parts of the ticket took Mr. 
King’s name off. 

In the second Mr. King led the ticket 
two votes, while in the other wards he 
stood an even count with the other candi- 
dates. 

After the voting stopped the managers 
were not long in counting the vote, and 
then, after the work was done, they all 
ate supper—a supper which the city fur- 
nished. 

The vote, when counted out, showed: 

That Mr. King had received for mayor 
1,495 votes, the tirst ward giving him 242, 
the second 310, the third 157, the fourth 120, 
the fifth 216, the sixth 415 and the seventh 
35. 
That Mr. Tolbert, for alderman from the 
rorth side, had received 1,492, the first ward 
giving him 242, the second 308, the third 16, 
the fourth id, the fifth 216, the sixth 416 
and the seventh 34. 

‘Mat Mr. Hirsch, for alderman from the 
south side, had received 1,405, the first ward 
giving him 236, the second 300, the third 150, 
the fourth 117, the fifth 212, the sixth 410 and 
the seventh 35. 

That Mr. Mayson, for first ward council- 
man, had received 1,489 votes, the first ward 
giving him 240, the second 307, the third 155, 
the fourth 120, the fifth 215, the sixth 41), 
and the seventh 35.

Presented for the Establishment of a 
State Reformatory. 


WAS REPDRTED BY THE COMMITTEE 


The Provisions for the Proposed “Reform- 
atory Home”—Gow Itie to Be Con- 
ducted and Its Purpose Stated. 


It now looks as if Georgia will have a 
reformatory home. 

Today the penitentiary committee will 
report a substitute for the Martin bill,which 
had been introduced by Mr. Harrison. The 
bill is largely the work of Mr. Burwell, 
of Hancock, who has devoted close atten- 
tion to the subject. It is as near perfect in 
its details as it is possible to get it, and 
will form the basis upon which to build 
the grandest charity that Georgia has yet 
undertaken. 

The Provisions of the Biil. 

The bill ig entitled ‘‘an act to establish a 
reformatory home for juvenile offenders 
in the state of Georgia; to provide for ita 
management and maintenance; to make ap- 
propriations therefor and for other pur- 
poses.” 

Section 2 provides that the governor 
shall appoint three commissioners whose 
duty it shall be to carry out the work of 
establishing said reformatory home. 

Section 3 provides that it shall be the duty 
of the commissioners to enter upon the land 
owned by the state in Baldwin county and 
to appropriate to the purposes of the home 
1,000 acres of land. In doing this they are 
to keep at as great a distance as possible 
from the lunatic asylum. 

Section 4 provides that the commission- 
ers shall proceed to have erected such 
suitable buildings as may be necessary 
for the punishment, confinement, safe keep- 
ing, humane care, protection, education, 
profitable employment and reformation of 
those who may be inmates of said re- 
formatory home. The separation of the 
sexés and the races shall be fully provided 
for. Separate schools shall be maintained 
and night schools shall be conducted, in- 
structing the inmates in the elemenary 
branches of an English education and in 
the principles of morality. 

Section 5 provides that when completed 
the reformatory shall Be under the guidance 
and direction of the commissioners, who 
shall visit it once a month. They shall 
make all the rules and appoint all the of- 
ficers for the government of the institution. 

Section 6 provides for the appointment 
of a superintendent, whose duty it shall 
be to take executive control of the home. 
He shall be the financial agent, with a 
salary of $1,200, and under goog bond. 

Section 7 provides for the appointment 
of teachers, physicians, etc. 

The Purpose of the Home. 

Sections 8 and 9 detail the specific pur- 
poses of the home. Upon the completion of 
said reformatory all juvenile offenders 
under the age of sixteen years, who have

been convicted of any offense not punisha- . 


ble with death, shall be sent to said home 
to be confined until the expiration of sen- 
tence, or until reaching the age limit, at 
which time, if, in the discretion of the su- 
perintendent and commissioners, the said 
defendant has so deported himself as to 
merit pardon, then they shall so recom- 
mend to the governor, who shall pardon 
said offender. If his conduct does not permit 
such pardon, then he shall be sent to the 
penitentiary. The design of this institution 
is to be a place where juvenile offenders 
shall be reformed, but at the same time 
properly disciplined. To this end they shall 
be Kept constantly at work, allowing proper 
time for rest, meals and instruction. 

Fifteen thousand dollars, or as much 
thereof as may be necessary, is set aside 
for the purposesof carrying the bill into 
effect.

MANY IMPORTANT MATTERS TO COME UP 


B RAILROADS 


President Smith, of the Louisville and 


‘Nashville, Mr, Spencer, of the South- 
ern, and Otbers Are Here. ~ 


Today there will be a meeting of the exec- 
utive board of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association at the headquarters 
of the association in the Equitable building. 

The meeting will bring together all of the 
presidents and general managers of the 
principal lines of the territory south of the 
Ohio river and east of the Mississippi. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 


ern, with assistant to the president, Sol 


Haas, came in yesterday afternoon to at- 
tend the meeting. They arrived on the ves- 


tibuled limited from Washington. 

Colonel J. W. Thomas, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, came also on the same train 
having been in New York for several days 
on business for the company he represents. 

Milton H. Smith, president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, in company with sever- 
al other high officials of the road, will ar- 
rive in the city this morning at 7 o’clock 
from ~ Louisville. 

The presidents of other lines will be in 
attendance upon the meeting of the execu- 
tive board of the association, which is con- 
sidered a very important meeting, there 
being about fifteen subjects listed by the 
secretary to come up for adjustment at this 
session of the board. 

For the most part the topics that are to 
be discussed are such as relate to matters 
that have arisen since the last meeting of 
the association’s executive board since at 
that time the board cleared up all old is- 
sues that had been lying upon the desk of 
the secretary for some time past. 

One of the most important matters tbat 
will be taken up is the action of the 5ea- 
board Air-Line in the recent differences 
that arose between that line and the lines 
that form the association. 


The history of the trouble is very well 


known to the railroad world of the south. 
The Seaboard is not a member of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association, but 
it is claimed by the officials of the associa- 
ticn that the road agreed to abide the rules 
of the organization just as though it had 
remained a member. There are charges 
against the road ihat it has violated this 
agreement and it is said that the road has 
been engaging in a little ‘monkey business” 
at several points, to use the vernacular of 
the railroaders. 

It is claimed that the Seaboard has been 
running rates below the regular schedules 
at certain points, and that it has in this 
way been catching a good deal of the cotton 
that would have gone to other lines but for 
the irregularities. 

A boycott against the road was whis- 
pered at one time, but it weg never carried 
to any great extent. The Seaboard made 
a strenuous kick against the division of the 
cotton that centers at Atlanta among the 
reads that enter the town. This brought 
on a good deal of trouble, and it is claimed 
that the association hag been having a 
rather hard time getting matters quieted 
acwn, 

The entir2 matter will come up for ad- 
justment today when the presidents and 
general managers get together at the meet- 
ing of the executive board. 

Colonel Thomas Talks. 

It is understood that while Colcnel J. W. 
Thomas, president of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Lows, is in the city, he 
will be approached by interested parties 
with respect to the plans of the extension 
of the Georgia Midland and Gulf into At- 
lanta. 

The report that was freely circulated for 
a time that Colonel Thomas was going to 
take an active hand in the extension of this 
road was denied the other day by parties 
in position to speak. A further denial was 
given by Colonel Thomas himself last night. 

“I have not been to New York on any 
such business as making a deal for the ex- 
tension of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis Hing below Atlanta,” said he. ‘‘We 
think Atlanta is good enough for us, and 
we will stop here for a season,’”’ he resum- 
ed with a smile. 

“Of course, if any other parties may be 
extending a line from Atlanta that will 
give the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis anything good in the way of con- 
nections and beneficial relations we stand 
ready to be thankful for what we receive. 
If they want us to help them get into At- 
lanta, why, we will do for them what we 
stend ready to do for any other road and 
make terms with them as to the use of our 
terminal facilities here in Atlanta. 

“I don’t know that any such proposition 
will be made, but, just as we have been free 
to allow the Seaboard Air-Line to come 
in on our tracks, we will not be averse to 
making such a deal with any other road.” 

Colonel Thomas was asked if there was 
any truth in the rumor that the Seaboard 
Was trying to secure its rights of way into 
Atlanta as originally intended, over the 
Georgia railroad’s land, and discontinuing 
its terminal arrangements with the Western 
and Atlantic. He said he had not even 
heard that the Seaboard was after making 
such a change. 

Colonel Thomas declined to talk about 
the plan of the extension of the Georgia 
Midland and Gulf to Atlanta, and the re- 
port that negotiations would be entered 
looking to a connection with his roads here. 
for the reason that he had heard but little 
of the movement. He was not fully posted 
as to the plans of the promoters,

“It was a strange meeting,” said Laird, 
speaking of the affair last night. “When 
Il was deputy marshal, about fifteen years 
ago, I arrested that fellow for 
whisky.

“Even if I had the privilege of getting 
away now, I would not take advantage of 
it. The suspense of a fugitive is some- 
thing terrible. I have experienced it and 
rather than enjoy freedom under such cir- 
cumstances I would go gladly to serve my 
term in the penitentiary.”

Bloquent Arguments in Favor of the 
State Making an Bxbibit. 


PH CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION RAISED 


And How It Was Splendidly Met in 
Arguments for the Bill 


IT WILL BE ACTED UPON TODAY 


The Principal Features ot the Discussion 
as Developed in the Discussion Yes- 
terday Mo:ning and Last Night. 


The fate of the Hall resolution, providing 
for a state exhibit at the Cotton States and 
International exposition, will probably be 
settled today. : 

The discussion on the bill formed the spe- 
cial feature of the session of the house yes- 
terday morning and last night, and as the 
discussion was not completed, it will come 
up this morning immediately after the dis- 
position of the registration question, which 
is the special order. 

The constitutionality of the proposed ap. 
propriation to the agricultural department 
is the point of difference. When the finance 
cummittee decided to recommend the res- 
oiutions favorably—which was done by a 
practically unanimous vote—the provision 
was made that the judiciary committee 


priation. Twice the judiciary committee 
acted upon the question, both times de- 
claring that there is no constitutional or 
legal obstacle to the appropriation. There 
is, however, a minority report trom several 
members of the committee, Mr. Fouche’s 
name leading the list; and the opposition to 
the measure comes from these gentlemen. 

At the morning session, Mr. Boynton, 
chairman of the finance committee, made a 
clean-cut statement of the reasons for the 
action of the committee in favoring the res- 
olution; Mr. Middlebrooks urged that jus- 
tice to the state demanded the state exhibit 
at the exposition; Mr. Fogerty made a 
strong argument on the constitutional side 
of the question, favorable to the appropria- 
tion. 

Mr. Fouche made the first speech of the 
evening against the appropriation; Mr. Mc. 
Michael’s speech in reply was one of the 
strongest of the session; Mr. Worley op- 
posed it; Mr. Hall was strongly in favor 
of it and made an excellent speech; Mr. 
Gray, of Houston, in a practical talk that 
was characteristic of the man, certainly 
did the cause much good; and then Mr. 
Holland, in a short and pointed speech, 
brought the debate to a close. 

It was a debate highly interesting 
throughout, and when it closed the friends 
of the appropriation felt that the results 
of the discussion were all in its favor—that 
the free and full interchange of views had 
been valuable. 


Mr. Boynton Explains the Resolution. 

The first member to be recognized, after 
Mr. Mell had been called to the chair to 
preside in the committee of the whole, was 
Mr. Boynton, of Clayton, chairman of the 
finance committee. 

“Mr. Chairman,”’ began Chairman Boyn- 
ton, “I want the house to fully understand 
the exact status of the resolution. The 
resolution was referred to a subcommittee. 
The subcommittee reported a _ substitute 
for the bill for the resolution offered by 
the gentleman from Coweta. That substi- 
tute, after being amended by the commit- 
tee, was reported back to the house with 
the recommendation that it be referred to 
the committee on general judiciary for the 
purpose of passing upon leading questions 
that might be involved in the matter, and 
I will read the amendments here as the 
fhouse will better understand them than 
by having them read from the clerk’s desk. 
The first amendment offered by the com- 
mittee was to amend by adding two sec- 
tions, being sections 6 and 7. ‘Section 6. 
Resolved further, That the sum of $25,000 or 
80 much thereof as may be necessary be 
and the same is hereby appropriated to 
the agricuitural department of this state 
to be used for the purpose of making an 
exhibit of the state’s resources at the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition, to 
be held in the city of Atlanta in the year 
1895.’ Section 7. ‘Resolved further, That 
the state chemist and eleven members of 
this general assembly, one from each con- 
gressional district, seven to be appointed 
by the speaker of the house and four. by 
the president of the senate, be added to 
the board of commissioners.’ We also 
struck out of the first resolution the pro- 
vision for a suitable building for state 
purposes, for reasons that may suggest 
themselves to every member of this house. 
The committee saw proper to strike that 
out for several reasons. The next amend- 
ment was to strike out in the second reso- 
lution the words ‘construct such building.’ 
Those words that appear in the substitute 


are stricken out so that the idea of building 


does not occur at all in the substitute. And 
the mext amendment was to strike out all 
of resolution No. 3, and that resolution 
was simply for the sale and disposal of the 
building. That was stricken out because 
it was unnecessary for it to be in there after 
these other amendments were added.” ° 

When this bill went before the general 
judiciary committee to pass upon the legal 
questions that were involved in the matter 
that committee returned the bill back with 
this resolution. The bifl was referred af- 
ter being reported to the house to the ju- 
diciary committee, who. after mature con- 
sideration, made the following report: 

“It is the sense of the committee that said 
appropriation would be constitutional, and 
recommend that the same be adopted. 

“H. A. JENKINS, 
“Chairman Judiciary Committee.” 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, that is the sub- 
stitute that has been read, and I have only 
to say, Mr. Chairman, that while I am 
conscious of the fact, and we are all con- 


.@lous of the fact and appreciate that we 


are now under a cloud of depression and 
adversity, and it would seem, at first, Mr. 
Chairman, that this was a most inoppor- 
tune time to make such an appropriation, 
yet, Mr. Chairman, 'under the circum- 
stances what are we to do? Why, here,

“I would be derelict to what I consider 


the best interests of my state if I did not 
raise my voice in support of this approprie- 
tion to the agricultural department, which 
will permit Georgia to be properly repre- 
sented at this great exposition to be held 
in Atlanta,” began Mr.- Middlebrooks, of 
Newton, in advocating the adoption of the 
resolution. “If I had been a member of the 
last legislature I should certainly ‘have 
done what I could to have had Georgia 


represented at the great world’s fair. I’ 


wasn't able to go there myself, but every 
man from Newton county and Covington 
who was able to go came back ashamed 
that Georgia was not represented.” 

Mr. Middlebrooks said he could see no 
reason in the world why the state should 
not make an exhibit of its material re- 
sources for the purpose of bringing capital 
here. 

“Patriotism should demand,” he said, 
“that every man should desire to see Geor- 
gia magnificently represented and adver- 


' tised as she should be advertised at this

For himself, if any constitu- 
tion stood in the way of material benefit 
to the state it ought to be wiped out; but 
the constitution of Georgia did not so 
stand. As for some of the members who 
had said that circumstances surrounding 


' them might make them vote against such 
_ an appropriation, he desired to say most 


emphatically that for himself his people 
sent him here to do what he deemed to 
be to the best interests of the state, and 
he thought that if it were not left to the 
discreion of any legislators they ought 
to ask that somebody else be sent in their 
place. 

“I know,” said he, “there is a great deal 
of talk of hard times, but if you analyze 
that, I feel certain you will find that a 


| very large portion of it at least comes 
shvuuld pass upon the legality of the appro- | 


from people who have nothing to pay 
but their polltax. Even if that is not so, it 
is well to remember that this appropria- 
tion will make absolutely no difference in 
the rate of taxation.

At this point the minority report from 
the committee on general judiciary was 
called for and read. It was based on the 
constitutionality of the law, the gentle- 
men signing it stating that in their opin- 
ion the appropriation was not constitu- 
tional.

Dodson, B. T. Rawlings, L. N. Farmer, 
Joseph N. “Worley.

Mr. Fogarty’s Able Speech. 

“I cannot conceive, Mr. Speaker,’’ said 
Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, ‘show there can 
be opposition to this proposition to provide 
that the agricultural department shall make 
an exhibit at the Cotton States and Iner- 
national exposition. Right at the outset,” 
said he, “‘let me emphasize the fact that the 
call for this does not come from the exposi- 
tion people, from any man or set of men, 
from any corporation or any city, but it 
is welled up from the hearts of the people 
of Georgia. It is they who say that you 
should not fail to grasp this magnificent 
opportunity to show to the world what 
Georgia possesses in the way of material 
resources. Our soil, our climate and every- 
thing here is, we believe, the best in the 
world, and we should show the rest of the 
world that that is the fact: Why did your 
forefathers come here and why have you 
remained? Not, from sentiment, but because 
you believe as they believed, that this is 
the best part of the earth. We want to 
show to the people of other parts of the 
country what we have; we want to induce 
them to come here and invest their money 
here and .stay here. I am profoundly con- 
vinced after a thorough study of the subject 
that we have the constitutional fight to 
make his appropriation and I believe it is 
our duty to the people of the state to make 
ie 

Mr. Fogarty claimed that the constitution 
nowhere prohibited the extension of the 
different departments of the state govern- 
ment and this, he claimed, was all that 
would be done, if this appropriation were 
made. He went at some length into the 
history of the constitutional convention and 
the questions that were before it and said 
that the agricultural is absolutely and in- 
disputably the creature of the legislature 
and the legislature can give to it such ap- 
propriation as it sees fit. 

“‘All we ask,” he contiued, “is that you 
broaden the scope of this department, give 
it the authority and the money to gather 
and collect together samples of the re- 
sources of this state and place them here 
where the rest of the world can see them. 
The title to those exhibits remains in the 
state of Georgia and the control is wholly 
in the hands of the state through its agri- 
cultural department. 

“What Georgia needs,’” he continued, “is 
to bring capital into the state, so as to de- 
velop the magnificent resources which we 
have. We should not build up a barrier or 
Chinese wall, but if a man owns mineral 
lands in north Georgia, farm lands in mid- 
dle Georgia, timber lands or phosphate beds 
in south Georgia, he should have the oppor- 
tunity of advertising the fact to the world, 
for such advertisement will help not him 
alone; but all the rest of the state. The 
influx of capital would bring better times 
and more happiness to the entire state. 
“Tf there ever was a time,’’ he said, ‘‘when 
such a step.as this is necessary and when 
we should try and bring the rest of the 
world to a proper appreciation to what 
Georgia is and has, now is the time.’’ 

In conclusion Mr. Fogarty urged that we 
should look to the object and intent of the 
appropriation which was simply and solely 
to benefit the people of the state. It is not 
a gift or a loss in any way, but an invest 
ment from which the greatest benefits will 
be derived. He again emphasized the con- 
stitutionality of the appropriation and its 
need. 

Mr. Fogarty’s speech was an exceedingly 
strong one and was rec@ived with marked 
attention. At its conclusion Mr. Fouche, of 


- Floyd, wat reeognized, but had just begun 


his argument when a motion was made for 
the committee to rise, report progress and 
sit at the night session. : 

Mr. Fouche, Against It. 

Mr. Pitman was in the chair at the night 
session of the committee of the whole, and 
Mr. Fouche, who had obtaired the floor just 
before the mrning adjurnment, was the 
first speaker. ‘ 

Mr. Fouche does net believe the appro- 
priation is constitutional and he presented 
his views strongly. He referred to the fact 
that the federal government is a govern- 
ment of limited powers, but the state legis- 
latures have sovereign power in the matter 


_ of taxation. He read from the printed copy 


of the constitution of Georgia that section 
declaring that there shall be no donations 
or gifts to aid corporations or individuals 
and said that unless the appropriation was 
in conflict with this, it was within the lim- 
its of the constitution to’make it. He traced 
the history of constitution making since 
1865, told of the establishment of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and its purposes, and 
argued that the proposed appropriation was 
not withi nthe limits of the constitution.

Constitutionality of the Appropriation 

Mr. McMichael, the junior member from 
Muscogee, made one of the best speeches 
of the present legislature in making clear, 
as he did, the constitutionality of the ap- 


propriaXon. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he began, “I have not 
heretofore taken up the time of the house 
to express by views upon this question, 
but the measure that we now have under 
consideration is one of as much importance 
to the state of Georgia as any measure 
that has been or that may hereafter come 
before this genera] assembly.”’ 

(In reply to a question Mr. McMichael 
answered that the department of agricul- 
ture was a creature of the legislature.) 

“I am going to attempt to argue before 
this house that the agricultural depart- 
ment, being a creature of the legislature, 
there is nothing in the constitution that 
prohibits it from receiving pay and support 
from the legislature. Now, Mr. Chairman, 
let us look at the agricultural department. 
As I said a moment ago, it was established 
in the year 1874. It was in existence at the 
time when ‘Toombs and the other statesmen 
assembled in this city for the purpose of 
framing the constitution of 1877. At that 
time, on that memorable occasion in that 
body of statesmen, an effort was made for 
the constitution to make some recognition 
of these public institutions, and then and 
there Mr. Toombs, who figured more largely 
in framing this instrument than any other 
man, said that it was not proper to attempt 
to recognize these institutions by limiting 
their power in the fundamental law. And he 


gaid they were solely creatures of the legis- 
‘Jature and ‘it would be highly expedient to 


leave them to the care and keeping of the 
legislature. They then could be created in 
the legislature from time to time, they could 
be abolished from time to time, they could 
be cared for by the legislature from time 
to time. As authority for that statement I 
hold in my hand the stenographic report of 
that constitutional convention, where every 
word uttered in discussing this great in- 
strument called the constitution, was taken 
down, and I beg to call attention, gentlemen 
of the house of representatives, to the lan- 
guage of Mr. Toombs in discussing this 
very question pertaining to the department 
of agriculture. 

‘The committee of twenty-six, which were 
appointed by the constittutional convention 
for the purpose of considering the various 
public institutions of Georgja, among them 
the agricultural department, considered 
them with a view to see whether or not they 
should be placed in the organic law in rec- 
ognition of these several departmets so far 
&43 to limit the appropriation or to limit 
and prescribe the respective duties of these 
institutions. Upon that Mr. Toombs said 
this: 

‘**T move to take up the other report of 
the committee of twenty-six on public in- 
stitutions,. recommending that no action 
upon them be taken by this convention.’ 

“Now the committee had reported and 
recommended that no action upon these 
public institutions be taken by the conven- 
tion. Bear in mind now that the agricul- 
tural department was in existence in that 
day. It was one of the public institutions 
to which he referred and which the com- 
mittee of twenty-six had under considera- 
tion. 

“*"They are péculiar subjects of legisla- 
tion and changeable in their nature. They 
are now left in the same condition as the 
other state institutions—the lunatic asylum 
and the academies for the deaf, dumb and 
blind. These are matters for the notice 
and care of the legislature and can be 
abolished and maintained at the pleasure 
of the legislature; that the agricultural 
department can be maintained or abolished 
at the pleasure of the legislature. There- 
fore, we recommend that they be left where 
they properly belong, with the legislature, 
where the people may do with them as 
they please, from time to time; they are 
merely questions of expediency.’ 

Mr. Hall Waxes Eloquent. 

“T congratulate myself,’’ began Mr. Hall, 
“that I am addressing no aliens, but Geor- 
gians. Bruce was not truer to his Scot- 
land, Richelieu to his ’rance than are these 
men to Georgia.”’ 

He said he would discuss the only two 
sides that presented themselves—the consti- 
tutionality and the expediency of the ap- 
propriation. The opponents of the resolu- 
tion first deny that the agricultural depart. 
ment is an institution of the state within 
the terms Of the constitution; driven from 
that, they claim this appropriaticn is not 
necessary to its ‘support.’ 
create necessities. The support which the 
constitution meuins is the support which the 
welfare of the state demands. It is that 
support which the highest welfare of the 
state demands. Does the welfare of the 
state demand this? The gentlemen on the 
other side admit this. It is, then, our high 
duty to grant to the institution the support 
vhich the highest welfare of the state 
d2mands. 

“They claim it aids the Atlanta exposi- 
ticn,’’ continudii he. “That hardly demands 
serious consideration. The fact that. the 
capitol is in Atlanta and the legislature 
meets here, also helps Atlanta incident- 
ally.’’ 

Mr. Hall quoted from a decision of the 
supreme csurt which defines what is a do- 
nation or gift as contemplated by the con- 
stitution in article 7, section 16, paragraph 
1, which had been quoted. In that decision 
it is clearly stated that so long as the title 
remains in the state and the state gets 
some benefit from the act, it is not a dona- 
tion or gratuity. Certainly, said he, the 
state does not part with the title of the 
property in this exhibit proposed and there 
is, by common consent, benefits to ac- 
crue to the state from the exhibit—benefits 
that far outweigh the first appropriation. 
He claimed that every objection raised by 
the gentlemen opposed to the appropriation 
had been met and answered. The emer- 
gency, he emphasized, creates the necessity 
for the appropriation in support of this ag- 
ricultural department which is a state in- 
stitution, clearly a creature of the legisla- 
ture. 

“Of course, if a man objects to this ap- 
propriation on account of some local reason 
and hides behind the constitutional ques- 
tion, you can’t reach him.” said he. “But 
the constitutional objections are  elimi- 
nated.’’ 

Mr. Gray Talks to the Point. 


Mr. Gray, of Houston, is one of the mem- 
bers who doesn’t talk much, and when he 
does take the floor he commands instant 
attention. He got that last night and was 
listened to with deepest interest. 

“Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the 
committee,” he began, “I am not a lawyer. 
It cannot be expected of me to argue the 
constitutionality of thig measure, yet there 
are some few things and some few con- 
structions that are placed upon our consti- 
tution that I would like to understand. In 
the first place, I cannot believe that the 
great minds that formed that wonderful 
document ever intended that it should be 
so literally construed as to bring the blush 
of shame to any Georgian’s cheek or block 
the path of her material prosperity. I do 
not understand, sir, when all of these 
institutions are delegation after 


have to enjoy. Why, sir, this evening, in 
this very capitol, I was told by a citizen 
of Ohio, who has any number of dollars in- 
vested in' my county, that the greatest 
drawbacks to investments in Georgia was 
because her resources were not known and 
on account of her restricted laws.

Then he ied me 
to a fence and tied me there until he ran 
after the other boys, Our house was in 
sight and he went there to get one of my 
brothers and the other boys who had run 
there. When he came back he gave me a 
copy of charges.

ks ili the father of the boy, said 
that he raised no question as io the right 
of the officer to arrest his son under the 
circumsiances. It was his duty to arrest 
him or any other man’s son who behaved 
in a disorderly manner. but it was a 
brutal thing to take a young boy, who was 
crippled and, unlike his companions, 
to run away; to put the handcuffs on him 
like he was a thief and chain him to a 
fence like he was a dog. 

Several school boys were introduced, who 
told about the fight and the arrest. Harry 
Johnson stated that the Moon boy was one 
of the chief rock throwers and had struck 
him in the back. He was with the offieer 
when the arrect was made and remained 
with young Moon until Smith returned. 

The patrolman gave a clear statement of 
the case. 

’ Smith Gives His Version. 

“I thought that it was a serious case,’’ 
he said. “I knew that one of the boys had 
been knocked senseless and it was not 
known then what the result would be. 

“When I ran up to the place Mr. Moon’s 
boy was standing ready to throw again. 
He had rocks in his thand then and @ew 
back to hit me, but I told him I was an 
Officer and he dropped the rocks. He 
would not tell me who the rest of the boys 
were or the names of any of them who had 
engaged in the fight. I thought the bes: 
thing to do was to make the young fellow 
secure and come back to find out the cir- 
cumstances. After I left him tied to the 
fence I started out to find the other boys. 
The young fellow did not teil me who he 
was and I could get nothing out of him. 

“As soon as I returned he was furnished 
with a copy just as the other boys and re- 
leased. I did not treat his cruelly. I 
simply made him secure until the case was 
investigated.’’ 

By the decision of the board the conduct 
of Smith was defined as that unbecoming 
an officer and he was ordered suspended for 
fifteen days. 

Why He Took It. 

Officer Hudson pleaded guilty of being in- 
toxicated, but stated that he was sick and 
forced to take a small drink of whisky. 
This had an unexpected effect upon him. 

With these and other extenuating cir- 
cumstances in view the commissioners con- 
tinued his suspension until December 15th. 

The charges against Goodson appeared 
ungrounded and the case dismissed. 


DR. R. C, FLOWER IN JAIL. 


Promoter of Big Land, Mine and Coal 
Schemes Arrested in Texas. 


Chicago, December 5.—Dr. Richard C. 
Flower, formerly of Boston, was arrested 
yesterday on a north-bound train at Conroe, 
Tex., and was brought here tonight and 
placed in jail. He is under an indictment 
for an alleged swindle involving $50,000. 

In 1893 Dr. Flower came to Chicago and 
interested Nathaniel C. Foster, a wealthy 
lumberman, of Fairchild, Wis., in the Dem- 
ing, N. M., Land and Water Company. This 
company was incorporated. to sell and irri- 
gate lands. The capital stock was £300,000, 
of which Flower and Paschal R. Smith 
Claimed sole ownership. There were com- 
mon apd preferred stocks and bonds. 

Dr. Flower, Foster says, represented to 
him that the stock was entirely paid up 
and that he advanced the money to the 
company on the bonds. It is asserted that 
he represented to Mr. Foster that large 
government grants of land could be obtain- 
ed by the company on propositions to irri. 
gate wide areas; that the company owned 
30 lots near Deming and had the machinery 
and canals almost completed to bring water 
from a river thirty miles distant from the 
town, and that this aqueduct or canal 
would carry sufficient water to irrigate and 
reclajm many thousands of acres. 

A contract was drawn up by which Fos- 
ter obtained one-third of the common stock, 
one-third of the preferred stock, and a per- 
centage of the bonds in payment of $45,000. 

This payment was made and Foster set 
out to investigate his purchase. He asserts 
that the company existed only on paper, 
and that the stock and bonds which had not 
been paid up were the only tangible eyi- 
dences of its existence. 

Mr. Foster demanded this $45,000 back, 
and Dr. Flower told him he had 9.000 acres 
of land in Virginia which he would trade 
him for his interest in the Deming Lana 
and Water Company and a cash bonus of 
$5,000: Fosterepaid the bonus and sent to 
Virginia for a transcript of the title. He 
hous that Flower did not own the prop. 
erty. 

Foster sued for his money, but could not 
get service, and finally went before the 
grand jury, which promptly indicted Dr. 
Flower for fraud, — |

Dr. Flower was sadd to have realized many 
thousands of do'lars ‘2 the deal, and he also 
secured Mr. Reed’s Peoria Coal Company 
stock and bonds, which gave him a controll. 
ine interest in that concern. 
_ Dr. Flower is said to have netted $75,000 
in the famous S'lyer Cliff mining deal eight 
years ago. The stock was introduced in 
New York by James R. Keene and unloaded 
at high prices. Then the mine was sold for 
debt. Dr. Flower bought it at sheriff's sale 
for a mere song, and at once organized the 
“Security Mining Company,” with a capital 
of $10.000.009 in 10 shares. The stock was 
quoted at 75 cents in Boston. 

Dr, Flowe._’s next step was to take a 
party of cap'talists from Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Missourl and Arkan- 
Sas to inspect the property. Thev took 
hold of it with the understanding that $8.- 
00,000 of the stock wis to be tied up until 
the stock was quoted at par. When that 
point was reached it was understood that 
each member of the pool could sell 25 per 
cent of his hold'ngs. 

Dr. Flower bad claimed that the remain- 
ing $2,000,000 cf the stock wag so widely 
soattered that it could not be brought into 
the pocl. 

By skillful manipulation the stock reached 
a& anctation of 39.50. and then many of the 
holders of the stock in the pool were in- 
duced by the activitv of the stock to in- 
crease teir hoicings. It was afterwards 
claimed that Dr. Flowér unloaded the stock 
which was supp>°sed to be scattered and 
that he cleared $750,000 by the operation.

A New More in the Mecaslin-Dickson

Judge Lump- 
kin ordered the property to Be sold and Mrs. 
Dickson bought it from the sheriff last 
Tuesday for $15,000. 

Mrs. Mecaslin now comes forward and 
States that Mrs. Dickson secured a judg- 
ment against her husband last February for 
$22,000, but that prior to this judgment she 
had become the owner of the property 
through deeds from her husband. She made 
her claim to the sheriff but he refused to 
consider it. 

She claims a valid title and prays for 
the sheriff's deed to be set dside.
